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O R-above a Twelvemonthi paft, in all 
» the Papers and Pamphlets of the other 
fide, it hath been offered, as a ftand> 
ing Argument in behalf of the Late 
Miniftry, that our Enemies were glad at theit 
removal, and all our Allies extreamly con- 
cerned: This popular way. of Reafoning, hath. 
been frequently aatwered. yet was ftill urg’d 
on by the Whig-IVriters, and all we could fay 
exploded, with great Confidence, as falfe and 
malicious. Why Fraace fhould rejoice at any 
great Revolutions in our Court and Parliament, 
is obvious enough ; they do not enter into the 
Merits of either Party, but confider fuch Changes 
only as they are Changes, which in all King- 
doms are frequently attended with many In- 
conveniencies: Or perhaps they were fo well 
inform’d in our Affairs, as to be fenfible that 
the Late Miniftry, were utterly bent, againft all- 
Thoughts of Peace, and hoped their Succefles 
might have other Difpofitions, fince they could 
not but think our People were weary of the 
War as well as theirs. 

As to the Grief ofour Allies, upon the fame 
Account, it arifes from different Caufes, which 
other Writers, as well as my felf, have fre- 
quently taken notice of, for which we have been 
liberally treated with the Terms of infamous 
Lyars and Slanderers, Facobites, Tantivees, Friends 
of France and the Pretender. But it hath been 
our good Fortune, that whatever we have 
affirmed, upon this Subject, hath been lately 
juftified, in the moft folemn manner, by the 
Voice of the Nation; for I would engage to 
make it out, that whatever hath been charged 
upon the Allies, by the Author of the Exami- 
ner, Of The Conduit; &c. or any other reafona- 
ble Writer, might be proved, beyond all Coff- 
tradiétion, from the late Reprefentation of the. 
Houfe of Commons: So that I think I may ven- 
ture to fay with good Authority, that the Rea- 
fons are now come out, why our Allies were fo 
grievoufly concerned, and took it fo much to 
Heart, that Her M——y fhould prefume, con- 
trary to the exprefs Orders of Them and their 
Inftruments, to change Her own Servants, and 
call a new Parliament. The Matter is plain; 
each of thefe Princes and States had a great 
Work upon their Hands, and few Tools or 
Materials to work with ; Britain was then arich 
and flourifhing Ifland ; our Fleets, Armies and 


and Subfidies, would be of mighty Ufe to place 
a King om the Throne of Spain; to add great 
Dominions to the Empire; to enlargé thé Fron- 
ti¢rs of the Dutch; to fecure the’ Kingdom of 
Portugal, again{ft a Prince who lays Claim to it; 
and to circulate Briti{h Money in German Courts. 
The Difficulty only was, Ppa usinto alk’ 
this Expence of Blood ‘and Treafure, and to 
make us believe it was for our own Intereft, to 
ae ge away Fifty Millions in their Service. 
This Difficulty they had fully got over with the 
Late Miniftry, by: what Arts and Arguments 
hath been frequently told, aud from this time 
forward, at leaft, need not be repeated. 1 fhall 
therefore put an End to all Difputes of this 
kind, by recapitulating the Reafons why the 
Laff Miniftry were. fuch mighty Favourites to 
the Allies, and confequently why the Prefene 
are fo little in their good Graces. For Ex- 
ample, the Houfe of Auftria, under the Influence 
of the Lere AGniftry, could attempt the Con- 
queft of Spain;-~and weréonce very neat accom- 
plifhing ic, without the Teaft A fliftance of their 
own, for feveral Years, either of Meh or Mo- 
ney, and, at moft, with Two thoufand Soldiers. 
But now if the War goes on, the Q——n and 
Parliament are refolved upon reducing them to 
the hard Treatment, of contributing fomething 
themfelves towards recovering their own Rights. 
Again, the Late Miniftry bore fuch a generous 
Friendfhip to the States, that they thought all 
our Wealth too little to be employed in ex- 
tending their Dominions : But thofe who are 
now in Power among us, are fo unreafonable as 
to think their High-Mightineffes have already 
too much. The King of Portugal, during the 
War, or any apprehenfion of a War with France, 
might command our Fleet to attend him where- 
ever he pleafed: Whereas, under this New Ad- 
miniftration, it is to be feared, we may employ 
it to guard our own Coafts and Trade. Some 
German Princes, who by help of our Subfidies, 
were arrived to make a tolerable Figure, to 
build or repair a Palace, and buy now and then 
a Jewel, will probably be reduced to live like 
their Anceftors; therefore no wonder if they 
were forry at the late Changes. 

They juftly fear’d the War would not be car- 
ried on upon the fame Foot for the future < 
New Meafures muft be taken with a new Mi- 
niftry ; they {trove to keep in the Old, —

Is it not pleafant, after expending Sixty Mil- 


lions, that in the Articles offer’d by France, it 
fhould be faid, And whereas Great Britain is not 
in a Condition to give [uch an Equivalent? We 
have lavifh’d our Blood and Treafure to a fair 
Purpofe; We have loft our Credit as well as our 
Money, and therefore think it high time to look 
about us, and take contrary Meafures ; We muft 
make War in another manner, good Husbandry 
is now become our patt: Let the Allies exert 
themfelves in proportion to what we have done, 
that we may have a little Refpite, a breathing 
Space, to recover our Reputation, and fome of our 
Wealth. It is manifeft, that the prefent French 
King will probably live but a very fhort time; 
or, if he fhould hold.out a few Years, yet his 
Age, his Infirmities, and his Grief, upon fo 
many Domeftick Misfortunes, muft needs render 
his Reign a Period of Weaknefs and Inaétivity. 
At his Death, if the young Dauphin furvives, there 
will be along Minorityin France ; which is the 
moft unhappy Condition in any Kingdom, and 
more efpecially fo in That, where they have 
now no fuch Spirits as Rachkeu or Aazarine to 
fupport them. Philip will thea be neither awed 
by the Authority of a Grandfather nor Father, 
nor influenced by an Elcer Brother: Neither 
will he regard the lnterefts of an Infant-Ne- 

w, before thofe of his own Kingdom. Or, 
if he, thould be fo madly inclined, his Subjects, 
then free from the Dread of France, would not 
fuffer him to do it. Thefe, together with the 
Wifdom of the Qn, and her New Miniftry, 
are fome of thofe fortunate Circumftances, that 
may in time.relieve us from the ill Zffects caufed 
by the Management of the Old, and help to 
reftore us to fome degree of that flourifhin 
Health and found Conftitution we boafted of, 
before we fell into thofe unhappy Excefles, by 
which we are at prefent fo enfecbled.
